Anti-Communists  Seize 
Control  of  Vientiane; 
Ask  For  SEATO  Aid 


j VIENTIANE.  Laos,  Dec.  15 
j (UPI)  — Pro-Western  soldiers 
seized  control  of  the  heart  of 
I battle-scarred  Vientiane  today 
land  fought  to  drive  Communist- 
supported  troops  completely  out 
of  the  capital. 

The  anti-Communist  forces  led 
by  Brig.  Gen.  Phoumi  Nosavan 
shot  their  way  into  the  center  of 
the  city  yesterday  in  a fierce 
battle. 

THE  LEFTIST  and  Commuhist 
Pathet  Lao  soldiers  under  para- 
troop  Capt.  Konft  Le  retreated 
to  the  airport  on  the  western 
edge  of  the  city. 

'Hie  continuing  battle  brought 
new  threats  of  intervention  from 
Communist  China — a move  that 
almost  certainly  would  draw  in 
outside  w'estern  forces  and  turn 
Laos  into  a new  Korea, 
i PEIPING  RADIO  accused  the 
United  States  and  neighboring 
.Thailand  of  "crude”  and  “fren- 
izied"  intervention  and  said  the 
j situation  was  “very  grave.”  It 
I said  it  would  make  “utmost  ef- 1 
forts  to  . . . check  U.  S.  imperial- ! 
ist  intervention  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  Laos.” 
i Communist  North  Viet  Nam 


protested  lo  the  international 
commission  of  Viet  Nam  that 
South  Viet  Namese  gunners  were 
manning  U.  S.  artillery  with  the 
anti-Communist  forces. 

IN  MA.NILA,  Prince  Rangsiya- 
korn  Apakom,  Thailand’s  am- 
bassador to  the  Philippine.s, 
called  for  the  Southeast  Asia 
treaty  organization  to  get  troops 
ready  to  move  into  Laos,  on  24 
hours  notice. 

“IF  SEATO  will  not  carry  out 
its  commitment  (to  protest  Laos) 
it  might  as  well  pack  up,"  he 
said.  “I  am  sure  Thailand  would 
help  Laos  if  she  asks  for  it.” 

COMMUNIST  China’s  New 
China  Agency  charged  that  the 
Kong  Le  forces  were  fired  on 
last  night  from  the  U.  S..  Thai- 
land South  Viet  Namese  Embas- 
sies in  Vientiane. 

Prime  Minister  Jawaharlal 
Nehru  of  India  urged  that  Russia 
and  Britain,  co-chairmen  of  the 
joint  commission  on  Indochina, 
call  a meeting  and  take  action. 

(The  Soviet  new' agency  Tass 
said  Phoumi’s  forces  had  been 
routed  from  the  capital,  but  this 
may  have  been  a delayed  dis- 
patch on  earlier  fighting.) 


Algerian  Unrest  Continuing; 
Rebels  ‘Stirring  Up’  Natives 

ALGIERS.  ALGERIA.  Dec.  15  (UPI)— Algerian  rebels 
who  have  been  fightinjr  a six-year  war  for  independence  from 
France  were  reiwrted  today  to  l>e  stirring  up  the  teeming 
native  quarters  of  Algiers. 

Reports  filtering  out  through  the  French  armed  guard 
around  the  Casbah — packed  with  2()0.(>00  Moslem  residents 
— said  agents  of  the  National  Lil>eration  Front  were  spread- 
ing Anti-French  rumors  and  agitating  for  support  of  their 
cause. 

THE  REBEL  AGENTS -were  reiwrted  telling  residents 
of  the  Casbah  to  throw  away  their  identification  pai)ers  to 
thwart  French  raiding  parties. 

The  French  have  l)e€n  rounding  up  ringleaders  of  Mos- 
lem and  Euroi>ean  settler  riots  that  have  taken  125  lives  and 
injured  2.090  since  last  Friday. 

JEWS  WERE  REPORTED  getting  out  of  the  Casbah 
in  fear  of  their  lives.  A synagogue  was  sacked  over  the  week- 
end and  a numl)er  of  Jewish-owned  shops  were  pillaged. 

In  the  big  Eastern  ixu  t city  of  Bone,  where  three  Mos- 
lems were  killed  and  four  were  wounded  by  police  fire  in  a 
new  riot  yesterday.  Fi'ench  soliders  banned  street  gatherings 
of  more  than  10  Iversons. 

FUNERAL  PROCESSIONS  were  limited  to  100  persons 
each.

Cats  Tackle  Memphis  Tigers  Toni.

Tonight  the  Brigham  Young 
Universiy  Cougars  will  pit  their 
forces  against  the  unbeaen  five 
of  Memphis  State  and  challenge 
the  defending  champions  of  the 
Border  Conference,  New  Mex- 
ico State,  on  Saturday. 

MEMPHIS  STATE,  a partici- 
pant in  the  NIT  last  year,  will 
travel  to  Provo  after  coming  out 
on  top  in  three  previous  encoun- 
ters. 

The  Memphis  Tigers  have  roll- 
ed into  the  hundreds  ‘twice  as 
they  have  dumped  the  Cal  Ag- 
gies, 118-52,  Baylor,  84-58,  and 
North  Texas  State,  102-56. 


LAST  YEAR’S  only  loss  to 
graduation  was  leading  scorer 
and  rebounder,  George  Price, 
who  paced  the  Tigers  to  an  18-5 
season. 


Wayne  Yates,  6-8,  a reserve 
last  year,  has  moved  into  the 
center  spot  and  last  year’s  cen- 
ter, Frank  Snyder,  6-5,  has  mov- 
ed to  forward  to  fill  Price’s  place. 


LOWERY  KIRK.  6-6,  who  av- 
eraged 14  points  per  game  last 
year,  is  pacing  the  Tigers  again, 
backed  up  by  returning  guards. 
Gene  Wilfong,  6-0,  and  Skip 
Wolfe,  6-0.  Snyder  is  the  only 
junior  on  the  first  five. 


The  Tigers  can  run  'and  play 
a controlled  game  that  makes  a 
tough  foe  for  any  squad.  Last 
year  the  Tigers  hit  44  per  cent 
from  the  field  and  averaged  77.5 
points  a game. 


The  Tigers  are  currently  av- 
eraging 101  points  per  game 
with  an  overall  total  of  304 
points  in  three  games. 


THE  COUGARS,  although 
not  fully  recovered  from  the 


three  rough  games  last  weekend, 
hope  to  better  their  3-2  rcord  in 
the  current  stand  at  home. 

After  five  games  the  Cats  are 
hitting  41  per  cent  of  their  shots 
from  the  field  and  66  per  cent  of 
their  free  throw'  attempts,  while 
heir  opponents  have  tallide  37 
per  cent  and  65  per  cent  respect- 
ively. 

In  play  thus  far  the  Cougars 
liave  tanked  361  points  for  an 
average  of  72.2  points  per  game, 
leading  their  opposition  who 
have  342  with  a 68.4  average 
per  game. 

GARY  EARNEST,  who  has 
paced  the  Cats  to  their  three  vic- 
tories, is  high  scorer  with  84 
points,  an  average  of  16.8  per 
game.  Dave  Eastis,  who  is-  also 
the  Cougars’  leading  rebounder, 
having  taken  55  off  the  boards, 
is  next  in  line  with  69  points, 
averaging  13.8  a game. 

Coach  Watts  will  probably 
start  out  with  Earnest,  Eastis, 
Lampen,  Burton  and  Wilson,  but 
he  has  found  that  he  can  dip  into 
his  ranks  and  find  some  effect- 
ive combinations  for  relief.
